Washington, Jan. 24.—There was a 


great crowd in the house to hear the 
opening of the debate on the Roberts 
case, many of the spectators btlng 
women. Mr. Roberts was the center of 
attraction and appeared to realize his 
position. The galleries were packed, 
chiefly with women, and the spectators, 
after listening attentively to the argu- 
ments of Mr. Taylor of Ohio and Mr. 
Llttlefield of Maine for the adoption of 
the majority and rrffnority reports, re- 
spectively, of the special committee that 
investigate-d the case, remained long 
after nightfall to hear the impassioned 
words of the accused as he. fac«ci the 
house like an animal at bay, knowing 
that every hand was raised against him. 


Mr. Roberts was very adroit in the 


handling of his case, and at times ex- 
ceedingly dramatic. Taking advantage 
of the issue raised by the division in the 
committee as to the method of ousting 
him, he appropriated to himself the ar- 
guments of the minority, that he was 
entitled to be sworn in, arm t«« argu- 
ments of the majority that, once sworn 
in, he could not be -spelled. 
He de- 


fended the action o£ the Mormons in 
fighting the authority of the United 
States for years because, he said, they 
believed that sentiment would change, 
and dramatically stated that in those 
days he would rather have had his flesh 
hewn from his bones than to hav» re- 
nounced his religious tenets. 
He con- 


cluded with an eloquent peroration, in 
which he said he had never been con- 
scious of a shameful act, and if he 
was sent forth he would go with head 
erect and undaunted brow. Strange to 
say most of the applause he won was 
from women. 
But while they appeared 


to be his only partisians, other women 
manifested their bitter hostility by hiss- 
ing him at every opportunity. 


Chairman Taylor of the elections com- 


mittee spoke briefly on the case. 
He 


said he did not care to discuss the moral 
side of the case, but believed that the 
report of the majority was right and 
should b» sustained. 
"If we do not 


exclude this man," he said, "we strike 
down one of the most vital and necessary 
powers that belong to a great legislative 
body." 


The speech made by Mr. Littlefield, 


who succeeds the late Mr. Dingley, in 
defense of the minority proposition to 
seat and then expel Mr. Roberts, was a 
masterful effort, and stamped him as 
one of the coming men in the house. The

A New Tort Cafe That Reposes Implicit 


Confidence In Its Customers. 


It is rather surprising to find right on 


Park row a cafe that trusts its custom- 
ers perfectly. This place has probably 
300 regular callers. It is open day and 
night, and is run on a system of im • 
plicit faith in the honesty of man. 
While not a place strictly high class, it 
offers what might be called a very 
"comfortable" meal, with trimmings 
before or after. Altogether, it is simply 
a plain place for an everyday man, with 
occasionally a little something extra 
on the bill of fare equaling anything in 
the city. 


This, of course, can be said of hun- 


dreds of similar places, but the system 
of payment is something novel. The 
proprietor, a stont German, boasts no 
cashier, as there is very little cash to 
take in. On the cigar counter is a day- 
book. The customer comes in, goes to 
the ice chest in the corner if he wishes 
ami takes a quiet nip out of a black 
bottle. Then he orders what he wants 
on the bill of fare. It is served qnickly 
aiid neatly. He then counts up his own 
indebtedness and puts it opposite his 
name in the book, including the ' 'nip," 
or a cigar, if he prefers that. He then 
walks serenely out, knowing no proprie- 
tor is glaring at him and no cashier 
yelling for him to come back and make 
the cash register good. 


This sort of childlike simplicity in 


running a business in the very heart of 
a city filled with, bunkoers, green goods 
men and gold bricks without number 
is said to be a winning venture. Cus- 
tomers invariably settle weekly, Friday 
and Saturday being pay days, and the 
proprietor says he has as yet to lose a 
bill through deliberate frand. A little 
experience with a man like that is al- 
most enough to renew one's confidence 
in Iranian nature.—New York Letter in 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Primitive Surgery. 


It is difficult at this day to realize the 


horrors of a surgical operation before 
the discovery of anaesthesia. The sur- 
geon's knife was necessarily pitiless, 
and the victim oould only writhe and 
scream under the torture. The horror of 
an operation, even to a hero, may ba 
better understood by a story of Neleon, 
included in a paper by Dr. John Ash- 
hurst on "Surgery Before tho Days of 
Anaesthetics," published in the Phila- 
delphia Record: 


No braver or more gallant gentleman 


ever lived than Admiral Viscount Nel- 
son, and after his right elbow had been 
shattered by a French bullet in the as- 
sault at Tenerife he manifested the ut- 
most courage, refusing to be taken to. 
the nearest ship lest the sight of his in- 
jury should alarm the wife of a fellow 
officer whose own fate was uncertain. 


When his own ship was reached, he 


climbed np its side without assistance, 
saying: 


"Tell tho surgeon to make haste and 


get his instruments. I know I must lose 
my right arm, EO the sooner it is off the 
better." 


"He underwent the amputation," so 


says a private letter of one of his mid- 
shipmen, "with the same firmness and 
courage that have always marked his 
character." 


And yet so painfully was Nelson 


affected by the coldness of the operator's 
knife that when next going into action 
at tho famous battle of the Nile he gave 
standing orders to his surgeons that hot 
water should always bo kept in readi- 
ness during an engagement, so that if 
another operation should he required he 
might at least have the poor comfort of 
being oat with warm instruments, s,

Conn., collided with the Metropolitan 
Hne steamer Herman Winter off Robin- 
eon's Hole, Vineyard 
Sound, at 3:40 


o'clock yesterday morning. The Ar- 
hundhu shortly afterwards sank. 


Of the crew of 3i men on board all were 


saved except Chief Engineer James Hen- 
derson of Glasgow and Second Mate 
Dowe of Boston. 


At the time of the accident the-weather 


was clear and the wind fresh from th« 
southwest. The Ardandhu was making 
good speed eastward on the sound on her 
way to Halifax and 
the Herman 


Winter was running on her schedule 
time towsird New York. 


The Glasgow vessel was struck about 


amidships by the Herman Winter's bow, 
and was cut halfway through. 
She 


•would have sunk immediately, but her 
watertight compartments kept her afloat 
for a time. The Ardandhu drifted to- 
ward the shore before she went down, 
and apparently she struck on the south- 
west end of NaushoJt island and foun- 
dered stern first. 


The Winter has a large hole in her bow, 


but her collision bulkheads prevented 
th« water from working aft, and she 
had no difficulty in making this port. 


Captain Dun«as considers it doubtful it 


the steamer can be floated. The Ar- 
dandhu was a comparatively new boat. 
6he was built at Belfast, Ire., in 1893. 
She was a steel boat of 1334 tons, and she 
is owned by Clark & Co. of Glasgow. 
She was making her first trip on a new 
line which has been started from New- 
London to Halifax, and thence to Ha- 
vana. 


The vessels came together shortly after 


S:30 o'clock. 33ie weather was clear and 
the wind fresh from the southwest. The 
Ardandhu was steaming along at a good 
rate and the Herman Winter was mak- 
ing fair speed on her run through the 
Bound. 


The Winter made good time In steam- 


lug to tins port. On the way her bulk- 
heads remained tight and practically nn 
water worked aft. Her cargo of general 
merchandise was not damaged. The 
Ardandhu's cargo consisted of COOO bales 
of hay. 


The officers of the two steamers are 


exceedingly reticent us to the cause of 
the accident, but from facts gleaned 
from among them if is apparent that 
there was a misunderstanding of sig- 
na.1 whistles. 
It Is claimed that when 


the steamers met, one whistle was blown 
by the Herman Winter, Indicating that 
she would go to the right, leaving the 
Aradandhu on the port hand, but those 
in charge of the Ardandhu mistook the 
Winter's bow, and headed for the 
shore. In which position she was when 
the collision occurred. Neither captain 
has made any statement, however, rs- 
garding the caus* of the accident. 


Th9 Ardandhu had had a somewhat 


unfortunate career. 
The euperstituous 


may be disposed to note the fact that 
on two previous occasions she narrowly 
escaped destruction, but the third time 
she waa lost. 
. 


July 18,1898, the Ardandhu left Kings- 


ton, 
Jam., with 70 passengers a'nd a 


cargo of rum, cocoanuts and bananas. 
Two days later she was picked up by 
her sister ship, the Ardanross, with her 
steering gear and boilers out of order. 
At 9 a. m. on the following ^Monday one 
of her officers saw a puff of smoke and a. 
long thin shoot of flame coming from the 
third ventilator aft. The passengers 
'were not told there was a fire on the 
ship until the hatcFes were battened 
down and preparation^ made to hold 
the fire in the third compartment, where 
It started. 
When the vessel arrived in 


New York assistance was speedily forth- 
coming and the fire was put out.

TESTIMONY OF 


MOLINEIX ADMITTED 


New Tork, Jan. 24.—Proceedingsin the 


Molineux trial up to recess yesterday 
were devoted to taking testimony and 
hearing counsel as to whether Molineux 
was an accused man at the time of the 
Inquest. If he was, the recorder ruled 
on Monday, the reading of his testimony 
before the coroner would be improper. 


Coroner Hart testified yesterday that 


Molineux was not accused until after his 
own testimony had been given, and the 
recorder permitted Prosecuting Attorney 
Osborne to read the minutes of Moli- 
neux's testimony before the coroner. 


During the whole afternoon session 


Mr. Osborne continued to read from the 
testimony of Molineux as given he- 
fore the coroner's inquest, and when 
the proceedings were adjourned until 
today M*. Osborne had reached that 
part of the testimony which concerned 
the famous robin's-egg blue writing pa- 
per. 
Two damaging flat contradictions 


between Molineux's testimony, at the 
inquest and the evidence produced in 
his trial, exist. 
This v?as the reason 


•why Mr. Osborne fought so hard to get 
the testimony admitted. 
At the cor- 


oner's inquest Molineax denied ever hav- 
ing used or seen any of the tri-crescent 
egg-blue paper, 
In the trial the Burns 


letter, signed by Molineux and written 
on such paper, was produced and ac- 
knowledged by him. 


Molineux also denied at thn inquest 


that h.8 had ever sent for patent medi- 
cine by mail. 
This same Burns letter, 


signed by Molineux, is an order for a 
patent medicine. 


Not all of the testimony of Molineux 


at the inquest was read yesterday, but 
such portions were selected as Mr. Os- 
borne desired to bring before the jury. 
Among these were the relations between 
Molineux and Cornish at the K. A. C., and 
Molineux'B testimony as to the causes 
»nd extent of their differences. 


The nama of Barnet was brought out 


next. 
It was coupled with that of 


Blanche Cheseborough. 
The time that 


Miss Cheseborough lived at Mrs. Bell's 
was spoken of in the testimony and of 
her leaving there and going to Mrs. 
Bellinger's. 


"Did you ever visit her at Mrs. 


Bellinger's up to the time you were 
married ?" 


"I visited her frequently, but she went 


away in the summer." 


At the trial testimony was brought out 


by Mrs. Bellinger's maid that Molineux 
waa not known at the West End ave- 
nue house, and that she had never heard 
his name until about a. week before the 
marriage took placet 


The next point In the testimony 


brought out was the relationship be- 
tween Barnet and Miss Cheseborough. 
Molineux testified that Barnet 
often 


called on her at Mrs. Bellinger's, and 
that he did BO with his (Molineux's) ac- 
quiescence. 
There was no jealouiy on 


his part toward Barnet, he said. 


After adjournment Mr. Osborne said he

on the Stock Exchange. 


Most of the French journals have~a 


jalle de depeches, where bulletins are 
displayed and a museum of relics of the 
paper is kept. 
French journalism is 


much more personal in regard to its lit- 
erary composition than that of England 
or America. A large proportion of the 
articles are signed with the names of 
tha writers, even when the work ia 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
as the sporting or law departments of 
the paper. On the other hand, the own- 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in single hands than ia the oase 
in America. Very many of the French 
pappis are owned by companies or asso- 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the best known, snch as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
on the Stock Exchange, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail- 
way shares or Government bonds. 


The circulation of all bnt a very few 


of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents. If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver- 
tised previously, or if its fenilleton, con- 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
run tip 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Eochefort'a 
memoirs, its circulation went up five- 
fold, although the price of the paper 
had been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 


The French press is much more con- 


centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the sayihg that 
"Paris is France."—Chautauquan.

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PROSE POET OF NATURE 


Interesting Incidents In the Late 


John Ruskin's Career. 


MOST UNSELFISH OP LOVEEB, 


Sad Romance of HU Han-lone "Wlttt 


ail** Euyhemla Qxa.r-JB.t> Wa« De- 
voted to Art and the Beautiful In 
Nature —HU Liklay EW Precion* 
Stoo.cn. 
John Ruskin, who recently died at 


his home IB Brantwood, England, was 
the sou of a wine merchant of London. 
He was born within sight of Bow bells 
In February, 1819. 
The boy was 


brought up along Puritanical lines, and 
his childhood was a solitary one. He 
was not strong, and he never grew to 
be strong physically, but he was men- 
tally active from youth during many 
years o* his long life to an extraor- 
dinary degree. He first got Into print 
before he* was 16 years old, the editor 
of a magazine of natural history pub- 
lishing some of his observations on na- 
ture. He wrote poetry at 17, and prac- 
tically all of his poetry was written be- 
tween that time and the age of 2T, yet 
Gladstone offered him the laureateshlp 
of England In succession to Tennyson. 
Ruskin said that he had found he 
could not say what he wanted to say 
In the right way In poetry and that 
confession he called a wholesome one. 


Ruskin was graduated from Christ- 


church college, Oxford, In 1842. 
He 


had three years before taken the New- 
digate prize for English poetry with a 
poem entitled "Salsette and Elephan- 
ta." Immediately after graduation he 
studied art and In the following year 
published the work that at once made 
him famous and gave him a standing 
he maintained throughout his active 
life, the first volume of "Modern Paint- 
ers." 
It attracted attention* by the 


beauty and force of the author's rhet- 
oric, by his descriptions of the moous 
of nature, by the manner In which, 
with confident, dogmatic authority, he 
exploited J. M. W. Turner as the great- 
est painter, ancient or modern, and by 
the trenchant handling that the old 
masters and modern painters alike re- 
ceived, modern realism being extolled 
in contrast with the Idealisms of the 
older masters. 


Painters and critics did not receive 


the book kindly, but the author gained 
friends and disciples and continued to 
gain them by other works and deliver- 
ances and by his life of devotion to art 
and the beautiful or the seethetic to 
such an estent that much of the wor- 
ship of ffisthetictsm and some of Its se- 
quences In English literature and art 
for the past generation have been as- 
cribed to Ruskin and his Influence, 
says the New York Sun. His appetite 
for art and its productions and for 
beautiful things was Insatiable, and 
his aversion for some things he did not 
like was as marked. He collected the 
beautifully illuminated missals so as- 
siduously that he acquired 1,300 of 
them, about a third of the whole num- 
ber known to be In existence. 
He 


bought diamonds and other precious 
stones and gems of various colors and 
cuttings and carried them around unset 
in his pockets because he liked to have 
them about him and to take them out 
occasionally and toy with them. One 
of his intense dislikes was for tobacco, 
and his friends who used It were obllgr- 
ed when they desired to call on him to 
fumigate and scent themselves. 


Ruskin's parents were married at 


Bower's Well, Perth, and there Ruskln 
met with one of the fateful incidents 
of his life. At Bower's Well he met 
the woman who became his wife and 
subsequently Lady Millals, wife of 
Sir John Everett MUlals, late presi- 
dent of the Royal academy. She was 
the daughter of George Gray. She was 
a handsome, tall young woman and in 
health and spirits was exuberant Her 
mental trend was In no way in sympa- 
thy with that of the thoughtful young 
author of "Modern Painters," He had, 
however, known h,er as a child and had 
some years before this meeting written 
for her his fairy story, "The King of 
the Golden River." 
At his father's 


suggestion he now proposed marriage 
to her, and at her parents' Instance she 
accepted him. 
The honeymoon was 


cut short by Ruskin's illness, and the 
condition of his health for some time 
gave cause for serious uneasiness. 


In 1854 Millais went to Scotland. He 


and Ruskin were Intimate friends. He 
painted the portrait of Ruskin stand- 
Ing beside the falls of Glenflnlas, and 
Ruskin invited him to paint a portrait 
of his beautiful wife. Millais was tall, 
full chested, of vigorous presence, and 
he was as well known to fame as was 
Ruskin. Millais and Mrs. Ruskin fell 
in love. She left her husband; a decree 
of nullity dissolved the mnrrlnsce, and 
In June, 1855, she was rr 
• n! to Mil- 


lais at Bower's Well. 
Luskin had 


known Millais so well that when the 
painter had brought his first picture to 
him, 
a portrait of Charles Ror.do. to 


ask what he thought of It, Ruskai said 
that it was not a failure, but a fiasco, 
and kicked a hole through It 
When 


the painter won his wife, the friend- 
ship was not broken, Ruskin standing 
up in church with them at their mar- 
riage. 


It has been said that Euphemla Gray 


was not Ruskin's first love, but that hs 
loved a woman who would not tolerate 
his broad religious views and therefore 
discarded him. The story says that he 
went to her again, after she bad mar- 
ried and lost her husband and he had 
lost his wife.

NEW DEVICE FOR WHEELS. 


Coaster Brake Sensation ot the Mad- 


ison Square Garden Cycle Show. 
At the big cycle and automobile show 


In Madison Square Garden the most 
marked departure in •wheel construc- 
tion Is the coaster brake, says the New 
York Herald. This device Is shown by 
half a score of exhibitors and is fitted 
to both chain and chainless bicycles. 
Its action is very simple, and, except- 
ing the brake spoon and its connecting 
rod, all the apparatus is contained in 
the rear hub. 


The coaster brake enables the rider 


to cease pedaling oa down grades or at 
any time when a sufficient degree of 
speed has been attained, the wheel 
continuing to coast along while the feet 
are held stationary on the pedals at 
any convenient position. A first slight 
backward pressure on the pedala 
throws them free, and a second prea- 
snre draws the brake spoon against 
the tire with a force easily graduated 
and controlled, according to the need* 
of the situation. 


The art of using the coaster brake 


Is learned quickly, though the first 
tendency of the beginner Is to put too 
strong a pressure on the pedals, there- 
by bringing the wheel to a sudden stop. 
In snch cases the rider Is apt to be 
thrown against the handle bars of hla 
machine.

with for several months and, It Is 
claimed, has stood the most exacting 
tests of hard usage on rough roads.

HAS MANY SIGNERS IN VILLAGE 


Reasons for Desiring the Change as 


Set Forth in the Petition. Black- 


inton and Williamstown Sen- 


timent in the Matter 


NEWSPAPER! 


The petition to allow Blackinton an- 


nexation to this city was presented in 
tho legislature yesterday. The peti- 
tion was signed by Simon P. Galvin 
and a large number of others of the 
\iUage, and askei to have that part 
ot" the village ot Blackinton which is 
now in the town of Williarostown set 
elf and made a part of this city. This 
tuts the matter, -\\hich has been agi- 
tated for some time, in a position for 
definite discussion. 


The petition for annexation wasi cir- 


culated through, Blackiniton, andi is 
signed by about 95 per cent of the 
owners and th-xpaye-rs. It states the 
reason why the 
change is desired, 


most of which has already been given 
ir this paper. The situation as it ap- 
pears in Blackinton is given in the fol- 
lowing from the- Transcript's Blackin- 
ton correspondent: 


"For several years back the Wil- 


liamstown part of Blackinton have felt 
the needs of the many improvements 
that go to make up a progressive com- 
munity, and after some effort petition- 
ed the town of Williamsitiown to be 
taken into the fire district, in order 
to ge tlights>, water, etc. The matter 
was brought before the town meeting 
and discussed and a committee ap- 
pointed to take the matter into con- 
sideration. The committee, while ac- 
knowledging the necessity of such im- 
provements, reported it inexpedient to 
extend the fira district, and at the 
meeting1 at which the committee re- 
ported it was intimated that if Black- 
inton wanted such improvements they 
would have to 
1 wait a long- time. 


"Many of the ororninent citizens of 


Williamstown are fair-minded enough 
to say that while such things are 
needed, Williamstown is entirely un- 
able to grant the request and they ace 
willing- that Blackinton 
should go 


where they can get them. 


"The part of Blackinton to be an- 


nexed begins at a point at the old 
town line north of the village, run- 
ning to the iron bridge that ci'Osses 
the Hoosac river, continuing it runs 
sc-uth, crossing the state road to the 
notch road, where it runs east and 
joins the old town line between Wil- 
liamstown and North Adams. 


"Surveys have been 
made, 
n~.aos 


drawn and everything' is in a ve:v 
clear and intelligent condition^ 
The 


petition as presented to the legislature 
sets forth the many 
benefits that 


would be derived from such a move, 
and further states that it would grant 
improvements - that 
WilliamstOvvri, 


while willing, would be unable to 
grant. At present the east part of 
Blackinton has electric lights, fire pro- 
tection, sidewalks, limited it is> true, 
but existing nevertheless, while the 
people of the west part of Blackinton 
have nothing. It wiould mean the con- 
solidation of onr school system, which 
at present is claiming- the attention 
' f both towns, owing to the existence 
of what is known as the union school 
Gist- i't. This alone is one of the rea- 
sons th-it brought about the petition. 


"The in.'itter has been submitted, to 


many of the leading- citizens of Wil- 
lianistown, who, after careful consider- 
ation, are ™»»-=r that such a change 
should come about and will lend it 
their assistance." 


This petition is in ths hands of Rep- 


resentative Brown, and will doubt- 
less be given a hearing- soon. No ac- 
tion will be taken in Williamstown or 
this city until the legislature has act- 
ed. If thisi should be favorable, the 
matter would come before both this 
city and Williamstown.

The old matter of last year for state 


control of jails and houses of correc- 
tion has appeared in the house again. 
It comes in as a modest affair, with 
only the three names of Bishop Law- 
rence, Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln and 
Moorfield Storey signed, but it is really 
in full strength the ,same as last year 
and is a. broad enough basis for as 
warm a contest as last year's. 


Mr. Bartlett of Pittsfield presented a 


petition from the Berkshire agricul- 
tural society for a grant of $529.25, the 
amount of unpaid premiums of 1898. 


A bill of Mr. Dowse of Maiden pro- 


poses to punish those who put mislead- 
ing advertisements in public places or 
in publications relative to merchandise 
offered for sale. 


Jury Trial for Contempt Case* 


Representative Carey of Haverhin 


•was given a hearing yesterday on the 
bill to give persons sentenced for con- 
tempt of court a right to trial by jury. 
He explained that he had drawn the 
bill so as to apply only to cases arising 
from strikes 
and lockouts. He re- 


lated the story of the troubles at 
Childs Bros in Haverhill, where there 
was a ?50 forfeit put up by each em- 
ployer, $1500 in all, and when the girls 
struck against a cut-down 
the firm 


said they could work out the forfeit, 
but must do it one at a time, taking 
six years to get them all out. "There 
was some manhood in those women," 
he said, "and they left the shop." 
Henry H. Faxon of Quincy opposed 
the bill. "Jurors," he said, "are an 
abortion and a fraud. As for trying 
labor cases by jury, you might as well 
let the men go. A jury trial Is a farce, 
and In anything connected with labor 
it would be a bigger farce, I know 
what it amounts to in liquor cases, and 
In the trial of labor cases it would be 
worse." The hearing closed.

Mr. Carey was also given a hearing 


on his bill'for the repeal of the "Du- 
buque law" for an equitabla nroppoa 
after 
judgment. He said that the 


average shoemaker of Haverhill could 
not live respectably and not run in 
debt He gats about $6.50 a week, and 
the markets, bursting with the pro- 
ducts of his hands, bear the imprint of 
their swea.t and toil.

A 
case was brought agrainat a local deal- 
er for selling adulterated fo'od, the 
same complaint being: used that is al- 
ways xised in such cases. The case 
came up, but on moton of Lawyer 
Couch for the defense the complaint 
was dismissed on a technicality that 
•uhen allowed by the court shows all 
similar casss to have been improper- 
ly brought.

prosecuting agent 


pastes on the regular blank of the 
court under whose jurisdiction he is 
v.'orking. This slip is the same one 
that has been in US3 since the first 
law was passed. Some years ago the 
hi-vv was ani&ndeci, by adding the words 
"in this 
commonwealth" after 
the 


phrase "with intent to sell" The slips 
were not reprinted to correspond to 
the change in the law, so that the com- 
piaint was defective, as decided by the 
superior court when the matter was 
brought up by the defense. 


This puts the state officers In the 


peculiar position of having prosecuted 
hundreds of similar charges on de- 
fective complaints. The base in the 
Berkshire court was quickly brought 
tc the attention of the Boston author- 
ities of the poor food league, and it 
is probable that new slips will be pre- 
pared at once, -while the cases now 
pending in the 
Berkshire or • other 


courts brought on similar charges, and 
in the same form, will be dismissed if 
the defense makes use of the same 
technicality.

ih-'- jJiloy to the i ear entrance of the 
couit house- eager to get a p-lip.ipse oi 
the alleged mmuerer. Mull, accom- 
panied by Deputy Sherift Stone, was 
compelled to run the gaunl'et jof hun- 
dreds of eyes. The crowd lined up and 
compelled the officer and his pnsoner 
to proceed through the human gang- 
way. 
The prisoner appeared to en- 


joy being- the cynosure of all eyes and 
he smiled complacently as he passed 
along. 


The last and chief witness for the 


prosecution was crlled yesterday morn- 
ing, 
Arthur Snyder, the 15 years o<'d 


boy who lived with Lord and who was 
assaulted at the same time that Lord 
M as murdered. Snyder was taken from 
the Albany orphan asylum by Mr. 
Lord April 11, 1S99. Occasionally Mr. 
Lord punished ths? witness, but the boy 
remained with him and liked the place. 
While employed by Lord tha witness 
frequently went to Deming's black- 
smith shop to gat wagons mended and 
horses shod. That v, as part of the 
boy's \\ crk. 
The witness often saw- 


Mull at the shop and Mull assisted in 


i shoeing the horses. The boy knew Mull 
| very well. 
Occasionally Mull played 


with the witness, throwing apples at 
him in fun. 


He told of his routine work on the 


farm on the morning of the murder, of 
how he met Mull, how the latter of- 
fered to help Lord fix the fence on the 
farm. His story of the assault was as 
follows: 


Mr. Lord 
was talking something 


about a tree and was looking up at the 
tree, when Archie came down with ths 
ax as hard as he could, I think. They 
had not been quarreling and seemed to 
have had no trouble. Mr. Lord fell, 
saying, "Oh dear, I'm dyin'." I start- 
ed to run, looking around once in a 
while at Archie, who was down by 
Mr. Lord. 


Archie said: 
"Don't you tell. I 


says: "I'll have to. Poor Mr. Lord's 
dyin'." Then he threw the ax at me 
and it tripped me. I had looked around 
and saw him down on his knees by Mr. 
Lord. Then he came up and knocked 
me down. I don't know where he hit 
me. I don't remember. 


The district attorney then 
caused 


the boy to display the scars 
of his 


wounds to the jurors and they seemed 
much impressed. 


District Attorney Howard then said: 


"Who hit you?" A. "Archie Mull " 


Q. "Who hit Mr. Lord?" A. "Archie 


Mull." 


Q. "You know Archie Mull?" A. 


"Yes sir." The witness then took a 
pointer and pointed out Mull and again 
identified the prisoner's brother. 


Lawyer Fursman cross-examined the 


boy thoroughly and the lad was hard- 
ly certain as to the time of day of his 
various movements. However, none of 
the substantial points was shaken. 
With the conclusion of the testimony 
by Arthur Snyder the people closed 
their case. 


Mr. Long, associate counsel for the 


defense, moved that the district at- 
torney be compelled to elect upon 
which count he should present the 
case, on the grouTid that as the evi- 
dence now stood it was necessary for 
the defense to know upon which count 
the case should be tried. The motion 
was denied. 


Mr. Long also moved that the mat- 


ters considered under the third count, 
in which murder is alleged, while a 
felony is being committed, be taken 
from the consideration of the jury, on 
the ground that the evidence presented 
was insufficient. This motion was de- 
nied, and a similar motion with re- 
spect to the first and second counts 
was made' and denied.

were taken by the defAise. 


Tlie Defense Opens 


George J. McDonnell began the open- 


ing of the case for the defense at or.ce 
He spake of the cn,rc in the selection of 
jurors and reminded each juror of his 
oath.

from the prosecution's showing. Three 
doctors were also called to show that 
n. bny who< had undergone- an expe- 
ripnce like that of young Snyder might 
have an impaired memory, and that 
ho might 
sufCer hallucinations and 


delusions. 


Lena Mull, mother of the accused, 


lold the jury that she has-, supported 
herself by taking in washing ad going 
out to work by the day. She secured 
a divorce from her husband several 
years ago. Shi- had five children, the 
two oldest being married. Archie and 
another son, Minor, had assisted her in 
supporting her family. 
' She testified that on th.e nierht of 
September IS, when Archie, it was al- 
leged, had gone to Mr. Lord's house, 
he had, after assisting her around the 
house, taken a lamp and gone up stairs 
to his room at fl o'clock. On the 29th 
of September, the 
witness 
stated, 


Archie was at home, having arrived 
from this city tho night previous. He 
Kot up at 6.-1ii and ate his breakfast. 
He asked what time the stage left. He
